street; then on JeflFerson street, where 
they were talking on the corner; that 
^ey then went to the old Anderson 
house, and while in the yard he arrest- 
ed tbem. He swore that the woman 
was a common prostitute, and had 
been for years. Officers Doyle, Con- 
ners and Benson testified that they had 
known the woman for a long time; 
that she has lived in houses of prosti- 
tution, and that she is a street-walker. 


George Theime testified that he has 
known her for years, that she is a 
prostitute and has been for over six 
years, that she is a street walker and 
that formerly she lived in a dive kept 
^ by one Charles Deem. The further 
hearing of this case and the trial of 
Bushus for exposing his person to 
little girls on the street is set for 
Monday at 2 o'clock p. m. The "Col" 
throughout the proceeding maintained 
a dignified silence, but the lobby was 
kept in a continual roar of laughter at 
the flashes of wit directed against the 
"Col" by city Attorney Colerick. 
The gallant "Col" was completely 
crestfallen and although men of the 
double breasted gall of the "Col" 
usually preserve a calm exterior at 
times when their own interests are 
involved, it was very evident that he 
was ill at ease.

NEW YOPWK, Oct. 16.—The House 
of Deputies of the Protestant Episco- 
pal General Convention to-day on the 
common state of the church presented 
the following preamble and resolutions 
which were recommended for adoption 
and ordered placed on the Calendar: 


WHEREAS, The work of the church 
of 
Christ and the best interests 
of 
Christian 
civilization 
are 
seriously 
impeded 
in 
one of 
the 
Territories 
of 
the 
United 
States by the existence of polygamy 
and recognized by a lai^e proportion 
of the community as a religious in- 
stitution; and, 


WHEREAS, Polygamy is not only 
contrary to the law of Gk>d, but is 
also forbidden under severe penalties 
in the Territories of the United States 
by act of Congress, which act has 
been declared Constitutional by the 
Supreme Court of the United States ; 
therefore, be it 


Resolved, That (the House of Bish- 
ops concurring) while there are pe- 
culiar difficulties in the execution 
of this law, owing to religious fanat- 
icism, doubtJepsoffentimes sincere, by 
which the institution of polygamy is 
upheld, and especially to the fact that 
the interests of many innocent per- 
sons are unhappily involved,it is still 
the duty of every Christian and citi- 
zen of this Republic to use his 
influence to aid the United Slates 
Government in bringing about as 
speedily as possible a merciful but 
firm enforcement of the law in regard 
to polygamy or bigamy in the Terri- 
taries of the United States.

At Cambridge, Maag., on October 5, 
a young life of twenty years' duration 
ended that had become essential to 
the happiness of very many other 
lives. 
George Henderaon was admir- 
ed !or liis great abilities as few boys 
are. 
He was loved for his beautiful 
character much more than he was 
admired. 
Entering 
Fort 
Wayne 
High school as .i Htraage boy from the 
country, ke quickly rose to the lead- 
• ership of liii cIust, iind retained that 
position throughout the entire course, 
graduating at the age of 17 with hon- 
ore. 
But such were L'.ie simplicity 
and sweetnesL' of liis 4aily life among 
his classmates that not on?, of them 
ever felt the least jenlousy to«'ard him, 
but ali v/ere proud of hia t ileuts and 
rejoiced to eee him honored. 


Hi? precocity attracted oariy atten- 
tion, 'Heading "Pillgri.ii':! Piogre.-?a" 
at 8 years of 
cjrrecti v interpret- 
ing tho great aiegory lo hi.s ffitiier, and 
mastering algebra and ^nnnmar with- 
out a teacher, he led 
his 
intimat? 
friends to expect 
seme of that dis- 
tinctio'i in euhoiarsbin which came to 
him later. 


His mind vTas of a (j^pe iiidii^ni 
known; excellin.^ in tlicexict scif^n- 
ces, liaving a juu;rinent so accurutf 
tiiat it seldom erre<l. he yet had i)0- 
etic talent of no m-an order, and UQ 
imagination fertile in p.'easing ia!icies. 
Ami 
though a reni book-worm his 
nature had nothing of dryness in it. 
His heart grew tender and he became 
a more aiiectionate son, and brother, 
and friend with each passing year. 
His quick wit ii:ished more frequently 
as he grew older, but it was always 
genial wit. 
He was incapable of giv- 
ing pain willingly. 


His desire to go to Harvard bacarne 
a passion. 
Daring the pait summer 
he conversrd 
much with his sister 
about his coming collere course, and 
with kindliug ejea and glowing face 
wculd speak of the subliine privile ge 
of spending four years within sight 
of 
the homes of Lonsifellow, and 
Holmes, and Lowell, and of treading 
in the halls where Sumner laid the 
foundations of his greatness. 
In in- 
dulging these pleasant anticipations 
lie would never allude to any thing save 
t i e inspiration that such a^ociations 
must afford the student. 
Any of the 
amali vanities that the humble farm- 
er's boy might be expected to feel at 
the prospect of bslonging to the most 
famous university in the land could 
iind no lodgment in his mind. 
His 
mind never had room for anything 
save the noblest thoughts. 


His life,during its last four months, 
was very full of labor. 
Within this 
time he performed a whole year of 
new work in jtreparing for college, 
besides reyiewmg 
much of his high 
schcol workjso well was his tapk done 
that, as Prefident Elliot writes to his 
father, "'he passed his examinations, 
doing excellent woik in them," and 
was ready to receive his matricula- 
tion paper when he went to bed with 
^'a terrible pain in his head," as Presi- 
dent Elliott further writes, 'Svhich 
neither quinine nor opiates, neither 
leeches nor any other t x ernal appli- 
ance would afiect," and within eight 
days from his arrival at Cambridge 
his decease was telegraphed to the 
friends who were waiting so anxious 
ly to hear of his admission to col- 
lège. 


The regard in which he was held by 
all who knew him well, can best be 
proved by quoting a few sentences 
from a letter of sympathy written by 
his dearest classmate to the bereaved 
family; 
"On this sad houi of sor 
row, how can I, who am sick with 
grief, give consolation 
for such an- 
overwhelming loss? 
None can bring 
bac k the light of onr lives, whose 
very life was love, whose soul was 
purity. 
None can return to us the 
joy of our hearts, whose, broad gener- 
osity and noble aspirations made him 
the type of virtue. 
None can return 
our George, the memory of whose di- 
Tine 
spirit brings tears that it is 
flown,ttiough—grandest 
consolation— 
in Heaven he finds rest and peace."

am at last! 
So I have at last come in 
sight of the goal of my ambition, 
which has clung in a dream-like way 
to ray imagination for the last seven 
years. 
This week will tell whether I 
lose or win. 
Well, to give you a short 
account of my

is all I 
have time to do at present. 
As I 
wrote you in my card, I missed the 
connection at Buffalo, but I am not 
sorry, for had this not happened I 
should have missed seeing Niagara 
Falls. 
I stayed at the Falls 
five- 
hours, 
fighting 
the hackmen 
who 
escort travelers up and down 
the 
streets, and follow them into ever y 
corner and byway. 
They do everj^. 
thing except picking one up bodily 
and throwing him into their hacks. 


I can't, of coarse, describe the Fa Is, 
HO I'll save my adjectives for eome 
other time. 
Suffice it to say that the 
chap from Indiana 
was very much 
pleased. It was a bright, sunny morn- 
iiiL»-, and the mist which arose 
from 
the abyss was spanned by a perpetual 
rainbow. 


i left the Falls at 1:40 p. m. Tues- 
day, and came straight through to 
New i'ork where larrivedat 7 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 
The H. R. R. 
B. runa for most of the distance from 
Albany to New York 
right on the 


very 
urink of the river, and its road- 


bed is dug out of thte solid rock, or 
built out in the edge of the river with 
masonry. 
As it was pretty good moon- 
light, I could see a good deal of 
the 
grand scenery along the Hudson. 
I 
thought of a good many things that 
night, as I was dashing along with my 
back to home and friends. 


Well, when at la.t I reached the 
great metropolis and got off the train, 
I found myself in au immense crowd 
of people who seemed to be in a great 
hurry to go somewhere, and every body 
seemed to have somewhere to go, ex- 
cept myself 


I spent Wednesday 
and 
Thursday 
in roaming around the city. 
Of course 
I couldn't do it justice, but 1 worked 
very hard at 
it.

nearly Vi'alked my legs off treading the 
mazes of Ceutral Purk.

Robinson 
Chapel graveyard. 
One o!;' th^ mo.'^t 
beautiful monuuicnts i noticed among 
the Ihou-^and?, vvas ihat of a young 
girl, seventeen yearhold. 
It wa-; very 
elaborate and oi a ¿ort of semi-trans- 
parent marbl \ 
Standing 
."xlone in 
front of the monument was a simple 
slab with her name and the circum- 
stances of her death. 
She was killed 
by falling from a carriage on the eve 
of her seventeenth 
birthday. 
The 
date was forty years ago, but, judging 
from my own feelings, I chouUl say 
that many eyes, even 
of 
strangers, 
still grow dim as they read that in- 
scription. 


On F'riday morning I tool: the ex- 
cur-ion steamer Albany and .vent up 
to West Point. 
It was a beautiful 
morning, and the ride was a grei;t 
event ia my life. 
The scenery of the 
Hudson is viewed at its best from the 
deck of a tall steamer. 
On the left, 
as you go up, are the Palisades—per- 
pendicular walls of solid rock,I don't 
snow how many feet high. 
On the 
right, the hills though quite steep,are 
somewat sloping, and their sides have 
been transformed into a paradise with 
stately mansions rising 
out of their 
midst. 
These 
are 
owned 
by 
the 
nabobs 
of 
New 
York, 
who 
lively there, ride to and from the city 
one the H. R. railroad, which runs at 
the foot of their lawns. 
Some of the 
mansions look like castles we read 
about. 


I came back to New York Saturday 
evening, and yesterday evening at six 
o'clock, I got aboard of 
the "Provi- 
dence," a mammouth 
steamer, fitted 
up in splendid style, which ru.-^s be- 
tween New York and Boston. 
At 0 
o'clock this morning I reached Fall 
River about fifty miles from Boston. 
Took the train there, and got to Bos- 
ton about 7 o'clock. 


Boston is the crookedest j)lace to 
get around in I ever eaw. 
I came 
over to Cambridge in a horse car, and 
somehow as soon as I came in sight of 
the college buildings, I began to feel 
at home. 


The bui'dings and grounds do not 
strike me as very grand, but as very 
old and respectable. 
Of course, I 
haven't had any time to look around 
yet. 


My examination begins on Wi d- 
nesday. 
You must excuse this hur- 
ried letter, as you know I am very 
busy. 
I'ii write you next Sunday, 
after "all is over." 
Write me im- 
mediately. 
My 
love to all.
